I. The attention of all the officers of the Department is invit. 
ed to the various Circulars issued by this office on the subject. 
It is noted that, notwithstanding the instructions issued Iron 
timeto time on the subject and allied matters, the progress su 
far achieved in the development of Co- operative Societies as an 
effective moans of revolutionizing the economic and social struc 
ture of society contemplated by the Five Year Plans, cannot 
be regarded as satisfactory or encouraging . The fullowing fur 
ther instructions are , therefore, issued . 
( 1) During the plan period,all villages should necessarily 

be brought under Co-operative activity. 
(2 ) At least 50 % of the fami ies of euch village should be 

broughtinto the movement. 
(3 ) At least 50 % of the loan requireinents of each member 

must be met by Village Co-operatives . 
(4 ) Multipurpose activities should be developed to bring 

all economic activities within the purview of the 
movement, and to meet the needs of the meinbers 

through Co-operative endeavour. 
( 5) The above aspects cannot be realised through Large 

Sized Societies alone. Hence revitalizing ihe exist 
ing societies should be carried out on a systematic 
method . Amalgamation of the same cliss of societies 
should be undertaken with a view to eliminate weak 
and uneconomic societies and for the creation of 

strong self suporting institutions 
(6 ) Every society should have the services of a full time 

employee, his remuueration being fixed in accord. 

ance with the resources of the society . 
( 7) Every society should endeavour to have an office of 

its own in a conspicuous part of the village acces . 

sible to allmembers. 
(8 ) A scheme may be initiated to make people more co 

operative minded and to train up proper personnel 

to become fit workers of the movement. 
(9 ) Each society should draw up a fixed programme of 

work for each half year, setting up targets to be 

achieved during the period . 
Representatives of Societies , the Department, Unions and 
the Financing Banks should meet at Taluk level once in six 
inonths, review the working of societies and draw up a programme 
for the next half year. Such a programme should cover at large 
asmany aspects of the Co-operative movement as possible and 
for each aspect target must be fixed such as membership . share 
capital, deposits, borrowings, loans, store business , distribution 
work etc. This meeting may advise societies about delimitation 
of area of operation of each society to avoid overlapping and to 
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arrange for the expansion of the activities to villages not already 
covered by Co-operatives of the same category. It shall fix up 
the quota for enrolment of new members with reference to the 
existing membership , total population , number of persons who 
can be enrolled as members and such other matters. This will 
be linked with problems relating to share capital which can be 
raised locally. It may also take note of the possibilities of rais 
ing deposits and borrowings with a view to increase the owned 
capital and working capital of each society . It may further 
analyse the loan requirements and suitably instruct the societies 
on phased dispensation of credit, both agricultural and other 
wise. A form for the drawing up of the programme is enclosed 
Form A. 

The Deputy Registrars and Inspectors will take action for 
implementing the above instructions and forward monthly 
reports on the progress achieved in the form appended - Form A. 
II. LARGE SIZED SOCIETIES – MARKETING SOCIETIES AND 

OTHER PLAN SOCIETIES. 
Large Sized Societies, Marketing Societies and other Socie 
ties selected to be worked under the Five Year Plans will fix up 
similar targets for achievement and draw up a programme of 
work for implementation . Steady progress must be shown each 
month . Each Marketing Society must aim at marketing at 
least 10 % of the marketable surplus produce of the ryots in its 
area of operation . The large sized cieties should increase 
membership to include all families in the area of operation and 
increase loan transactions tangibly . Wherever the construction 
of godowns is provided for , it must be pushed through quickly . 
By a planned co-ordination of the activities of credit societies in 
the area and the marketing societies, credit must be actively 
linked with marketing and each marketing society must have a 
programme for this. The Marketing Societies must attend to 
the functions of marketing the memb rs produce immediately 
without waiting for the completion of State aid in all forms. 

In future the progress reports of plan societies should con 
tain details of targets fixed side by side with the facts and 
figures relating to actual achievements. The Circle -war and 
District war progress reports also should contain details of 
targets for the whole Circle and District and searching reviews 
to enable this office to assess the progress of each society and 
also the position in general for each Circle and District. 

Forms B and C enclosed are for Large Sized and Marketing 
Societies respectively for the submission of progress reports, 
The Circle and District statements of progress may also be in 
Form B and C for Large Sized Societies and Marketing Societies. 

The Deputy Registrars will forward within one month , 
reports on the steps taken to implement the above suggestions, 
in consultation with their subordinate officers, Unions, Socie 
ties and financing banks within their jurisdiction .

1. No person shall without the written permission of the 
Executive Authority or otherwise than in confirmity with such 
written permission , slaughter, cut up or skin or permit to be 
slaughtered, cut or skinned any cattle , buffalo , sheep , goat or 
pig in any place within the Panchayat area other than a public 
or private Slaughter House provided by the Panchayat. 

2. The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be 
slaughtered in such places other than temples within the 
Panchayat area as he thinks fit on occasions of festivals and 
ceremony or as a specialmeasure. 

3. No person shall without a license from the Executive 
Authority or otherwise than in confirmity with such license 
slaughter or permit to be slaughtered within the Panchayat area 
any cattle, buffalo, goat or pig for purposes of sale to the 

4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to 
slaughter without a license and without the payment of any fee. 
any animal for the purpose of a religious ceremony in a place 
other than a temple or its precincts. 

5. License fee for butchers shall be Re. 1 annually . 

6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep . 
goat, buffalo or pig in the Slaughter House without the payment 
of an admission fee of Naye Paise fifty (np.
